Manufac- 
tured articles have grown still cheaper in 
free-trade England than in the protected 
tnited States. Those people across toe 
water now sell some goods so cheap that 
our manufacturers are compelled to beg for 
87 per cent, of protection against them. 
It all show ti"t >atbide of frje trade, and 
in spite of protection, there has been some 
independent force at work to cheapen the 
articles of manufacture the world over. 


And then tli.Te is the statement that 


farmer's products bring more now than they 
formerly did. This is attributed to protec- 
tion. How does it come that tbe price of 
farm products has been almost steadily de- 
clining for more than a dozen years? If 
that economical heresy is one that bas a 
beneficial effect upon the price of farm pro- 
ducts, why does it not maintain its increase? 
Farmers who are how working all the day 
and half the night to meet the intarest on 
the debts that have accumulated in the last 
15 years, can remember when their produce 
seld for at least three times the price it will 
to-day. When you talk to these men aboot 
protection being a force that will increase 
the price of farm products, they will point 
you to the fact that it is a derea.se that Is 
now upon us. If it is tbe province of our 
policy to increase the farmer's profit, then 
what is the matter with such protection as 
we have? Has the thing gone on a drunk? 
During the reign of protection we have had 
an increasB in prices, and we have also had 
a grinding decrease. This bastard child of 
class legislation must be troubled with 
spasms.

park (472 acres), the largest reservatiou in 
Regent's park being 31 acres for the Zoologi- 
cal gardens; Richmond Old Deer park, con- 
taining S63 acres, is not open to the public; 
Richmond uud Petersham parks cover 2,470 
acres; St. James1 park (03 acres) and Victoria 
park (212 acres) are unreserved; but from 
Windsor Green park, which covers 5,300 
acres, 1,395 acres must be deducted from 
which the public are excluded; Windsor 
Home piirk consists of 73 acres, with no re-

One of their exaggerations is thostate- 
icnt that clothing is as cheap in the 
'nited States aa in Europe. The curi- 
us side of the matter is that if this state- 
.ent were true there would ba no need 
or protective duties on clothing.

nstead of lowering duties on cloth and 
.othing we find McKinley actually put- 
ng on etill higher duties and telling us

ence, "We want no return to cheap 
mesin our own co-mtry." McKinley 
vidently does not believe that clothing 
s as cheap here as in Europe; and, what 


more, he boldly assures us that it shall 
ot be so.

But the foolish claim that clothing is 
s cheap here as in Europe has recently 
een refuted in a practical way that 
eaves absolutely no foundation for the 
alse pretensions of the men who make 
uch a claim.

It plainly does not 
ndorse the famous saying of President 
larrison that "a cheap coat means a | 
heap man," or the saying of the Lord 
High Tariff Maker himself that "when 
merchandise is the cheapest men are the 
oorest."

3ut the smuggler is a useful institution 
n his way—he performs a service to the 
mnitry by proving beyond all doubt 
hat the tariff raises prices.

muggier that is caught preaohes a mute 
ariff lesson to the consumers of this 
and. He crushes the life out of the 
irotectionist pretense that goods are as 
heap behind the tariff wall as on the 
'Utside. 


Unprotected Labor. 


Manufacturers always go to Washing- 


f>i\ and ask for higher duties in the in- 
erest of their labor. How does it happen 
hat congress found it necessary to pro- 
act labor from these same manufac- 
urors by passing the contract labor law 
9 prevent them from hiring the "cheap 
tauper labor of Europe" and bringing it 
lere to compete with American labor? 


In some of the mining towns of Penn- 
ylvania the census enumerators found 
hese "pauper laborers" wearing th?ir 
umber on their clothing. They are en- 
ered by numbers on the books of tho 
company for which they work, their 
tames being so far beyond our spelling 
,nd pronunciation as to form an agony 
mendurable to tho bookkeeper. It is a 
veil known fact that this ia the most 
legraded and the worst paid labor in the 
Jnited States. Has any of these cheap 
aborers ever been refused employment 
on the ground that he was too cheap, 
<uid that the manufacturer or mine 
iwner did not wish to let him compete 
with the higher priced American labor? 


The truth is that manufacturers and 


nine owners employ I he cheapest labor 
;hey can get, provided only that it be 
efficient. Nobody can justly blame them 
'or that. Every employer, by the nat- 
nral laws of competition, is compelled to 


uet as good terms as possible in procur- 
ing labor. The employer is compelled to 
act on this principle. But then he should 
not go to Washington and ask for higher 
duties "to protect labor" when he knows 
perfectly well that the labor market is 
open to the widest competition, that he 
himself will hire the cheaper labor, al- 
though when this cheaper labor was in 
Europe he held it up to the country as a 
great bugbear, aa the "pauper labor" 
whiclt-,must not ba allowed to compete 
with American labor. 


Laboring men know well enough that 


it is through organization that they get 
better wages, and that no case has yet 
been found where a protected mauufact-
